What ]B believed to be the beginningof 
rin exodus from Zion'City, Dowie's. settle- 
ment on tho north Bbore, waa revealed 
when it beebma known that many who 
have purchased property there are anxious 
to dispose of it; . " -,. ' 

| Advertisements offering for sale .a' score 
of lots, many of them improved,' were dis- 
tributed during the Dowie meeting in the 
Auditorium on .-Sunday . by the persons 
who areanxiouB to fret rid of their property 
The principal line in each advertisement 
was: . (?Foreale,- cheap fot cash." 
.No one seemed to be "willing to sell un- 
less for cash, and, despite -the thousands 
which Dowle says the Zlon investments are 
paying in dividends, none of the would-be 
Belleii mentioned prospective dividends as 
an inducement to purchase. 

All slimmer there, has, been complaints 
from Zion City about poor water and sani- 
tation, and a dozen other alleged 'disadvan- 
tages, But all these seem to be forgotten 
now. These lust few, cold ,days apparently 
have called the attention of the residents of 
the bleak spot on the north shore to- the 
fact that Zion City --wJU be a pretty cold 
place this winter. 

With coal at 920 : a' ten" and nothing to 
protect them from the lake breezes and 
winds that howl over the prairie but frame 
bouses— some of them haven't even.these 
and still live in tents— the prospect isn't 
pleasant to the followers of Elijah "IL 

Dowle, of course, Hvingih a brick dwell- 
ing,, with closed carriages, and fur-lined 
overcoats, cannot see why the cold: should 
drive anybody away. Expensive coal cuts 
little figure when one has, bb he -claims to 
have, 00,000 disciples who are paying him 
10 per cent of what they earn each week. . 
Many a poor carpenter or machinist, who 
was promised work inZioh City, finds that 
there* will bo ''nothing doing" in his line 
there Ibis winter. The long days without 
work,'. with nothina on the one side of his 
houBfi but the prairie and nothing on the 
other but the lake, hardly look promising, 
espcof ally- with -fueb at its -pre*ent ; pricei' 
And he must use boaTor wood for gasoline 
isnot nllowed within. the sacred gates of 
Zjon City,. 

It was while Dowie was delivering his 
customary tirade against other creeds than 
his own, and, of' course, the newspapers, 
that the papers bearing the advertisements 
were being peruBed.' They were handed out 
ns the crowd came in and went out, and 
there was hardly n person who did not get 
a copy of the advertisements, 
■' What, Dowie .will say when he learnB 
these people are trying to sell their hold- 
ings nt Zion City can be imagined better" 
than described. The rage into which, be 
went Bovoral weeks ago, when he hauled 
nil bis followers over the couls for not giv- 
ing up to him 10 per cent of (heir earnings 
each week — their tithes, is considered only 
a sample of whnt is no\v to come. 

DeJpitc the exodus from Zion CilyJ how- 
ever, Dowie said in his harangue' nt the| 
Auditorium, everything in the north shore 
community was in a 'prosperous; condition, 
There waB nothing' ho could' nsk for, bo 
said, but one thing, and that he did in his 
prayer, when be said: * 
' ,"0h Cod, hear this plea and- send from 
heaven a. bolt of. lightning which will de- 
stroy the newspapers, the vipers .which nre 
gnawing at our vitals, instead of spreading 
the. truth about Zion." ' 

Dowie also attacked bis old enemies; the 
Roman Catholic church, in particular, arid 
other churches in ttenera!, eecret Bocicties, 
theatres and tho judiciary. Ho said thnt 
unleBSthe government soon did something 
to regulate trusts he would take a hand in 
the matter and wipe them outof existence, 
The greatest bit "Elijah" mat^s during 
the afternoon was a sort of nn imitation of 
tho awakening of Rip Van Winkle. He 
tottered across the stage like one ' aftlfcted 
with the.phlsy nnd said that was how his 
encuiies„wonld have the world think be 
appeared.

The Two Men Got Into a Fight on a 
Load of Oats and Share Wab 
. Knocked From the Wagon. • 

As a result of a domestic quarrel Win, 
Schave, a farm laborer, lies at the point of 
death, and Wm. Powell, of the town of 
Bristol, his employer, fears . arrest for 
murder. 

; - Schave , is unconscious nt the ' Powell 
home- with .on ugly «ash in - hhrhead; 
from which the ;broin is plainly vUible, 
and there is said to be very slight hope of 
bis recovery. 

The altercations which led up to this dis- 
tressing state of affairs occurred last Fri- 
day on the Barrett farm, two miles! north- 
west of the town of Bristol. Botbjmen are 
hot' ; tempered arid .when angry nt .each- 
other bad threatened to do bodily injury 
several times, 

:,FfuTay' Powell and the hired man had 
been quarreling for Borne time over trifling 
matters. They bad loaded a rack with 
oats and hauled it to the Barrett form to 
be threshed. Both men were standing on 
top of the load when they began to swear 
and curse each other. Powell struck Mr. 
Schave n vicious blow on the head, nndl be- 
fore any one could' prevent it, the latter 
tumbled headlong to the ground behind 
the horses' heels. Several men rushed to 
the mon'e rescue, but before they" could 
reach him the horaea took, fright and kick- 
ed him, one of them cutting a frightful 
dash across the fallen man's forehead. The 
team then ran away and the loaded wagon 
passed over the unconscious man's body. 

When picked up he was literally covered 
with blood, and was believed to be dead. 
He was carried Into a nearby farm house 
and Dr. Stevens of Bristol, and Dr. Tent 
of Salem, were summoned: They per- 
formed nn'operation in thehope of saving 
his life, but are not very sanguine of suc- 
cess. The skull bone waB forced together 
"and "a gold plnte was placed on the inside 
of the skull to protect the brain. 

Schave was later removed to the Powell 
house, where everything possible is being 
done for bim^ He has-not/regained con- 
sciousness, and 'it is feared by the physi- 
cians that, complications may- Bet in which 
may result fatally, Schave /received in- 
ternal, injuries ' from^tlie'rwagbn-pflBsing 
over him, which nddB to the gravity of the 

case. 

Eye witnesses, of the quarrel assert that 
the blow given Schave by Powell was sum- 
cient to fell an ox,. and nobody expected to 
Bee the man alive when be .was picked up, 
. Powell is. greatly frightened over the 
tragic end of bis latest quarrel with Mr. 
Schave, and has ordered the doctors to 
spare no- expense to save tbe man'B life. 
He is being keptundef closn surveillance, 
ns it'ia feared he mar attempt to escape in 
case a -turn for the worse enBues in the con- 
dition of tbe wounded man. NonrreBlhus 
been made, though a close wntch ib being 
kept on Powell, aml # ehould he attempt to 
leave the country he would be locked up.

On American Rnllroads KxccciIb Nutu- 
tier of Cneunltlca in Two Worn, 

In the first three months of the yenr 
813 persons were killed nnd 0,058 
wounded by railroad collisions nnd ac- 
cidents of all kinds. Of this total 53 
passengers only were killed' nnd 820 
Injured; all the rest were railroad em- 
ployes, . 

Tills large crop of deaths nrid wounds 
was the fruit of 3,220 collisions and 838 
derailments; These figures nre made 
public by the Interstate Commcrco 
Commission. They cover only a riurir- 
ter of a year. Multiplied by four, wo 
get these as the probable totals for the 
full year: Killed,' 3,202; wounded, 30,- 
832. 

Thnt Is to sny, a larger number of per- 
sons arc killed every .year on our. rn It- 
roads than were killed In the war with 
Great Britnin from 1812 to I81C nnd 
the war with Mexico from 1840 to 1848 
added together, and Qvo times a 8 many 
nre wounded aa were wounded In both 
those historic conflicts. Yet If these 
figures for 1002 aro not exceeded they 
will be a marked Improvement over 
those for 1000, In which year 7,855 per- 
sons wcro killed and 50,820 wounded 
on United States railroads,. which ex- 
ceeded tbe combined totals of tbo Union 
Boldlcrs killed, and wounded In the ter- 
rific battles of Antletam, Gettysburg 
and the Wilderness. 

Surely peace lintb her sacrifices no 
less shocking than war. Is It not pos- 
sible to make railroad operation less de- 
structive of human life nud limb? — New 
York World.

Tho farmers of Lawn would discover 
the difference bo booh ns tbo present 
duties were removed.* Onttlo ■ can be 
grown In Mexico nnd Oauada cheaper 
than: In tbe United States on account 
of cheap landB and cheaper labor. Tho 
Mexicans nnd Canadians nre not enti- 
tled to -the splendid American market 
without paying for It In lieu of tbo 
taxes they would pny if tlicy wcro 
growing cattle In tho United States. 

Forgetting that train londs of Mexi- 
can cattle reached tbe Chlcngo market 
under' tho Wilson' law, the Tribune 
says: 

"The cnttlo raisers of the country arc 
not threatened with nny competition 
which will be destructive of their prof- 
its, nor. Is there any possibility of the 
foreign or donicstlc'supply becoming so 
grerit in the next few years thnt tbo 
mnrkct price of meat will not bo a suf- 
ficient Inducement to men to engage In 
the rnlslng'of live stock."

Bxport Prices, 

Volume Kill, of the report of the 
Industrial Commission tabulates 410 
replies received by tho Commission 
bearing on the question of foreign nnd 
domestic prices. The report says: 
"The great majority of tho answers 
Indicated that prices, arc no lower' 
abroad than they are for domestic con- 
sumers, nnd a considerable number in- 
dicate Hint foreign prices are higher." 
A few, however, Btntc that they sell a 
portion of their goods abroad lower 
than at home, nnd tho reasons are as 
follows: 

"Gash payments and large purchases 
In the foreign trade, whereas the do- 
mestic trade h bnscd-on credits and 
small purchases. 

"The drawback or rebate of the tariff 
on Imported raw material _ or goods 
manufactured for export 

"To overcome the tariff of other coun- 
tries. 

•■To secure new markets, 

"To bold a market against new com- 
petitors, 

"To clear out surplus stock or to pre- 
vent a shutdown and Increased cost 
of production, by keeping mills run- 
ning and men employed. 

"To get rid of samples nnd out-of- 
date goods. 

"Because the expense of selling nnd 
advertising Is less abroad thnn' nt 
home.',' 

These aro Ilia reasons attributed by 
manufacturers of nil countries for 
sometimes selling a pnrt of their Btock 
at a lower price abroad thnn at home. 
It causes no injury to tho domestic con- 
sumer and gives added employment 
and wages to laborers, besides keeping 
the home market firm and stable and 
preventing ruinous competition in cut- 
ting prices, 

There Is nnotber reason why Borne 
American manufacturers sometimes 
sell a portion of their goods at n lower 
price abroad, and perhaps tbe chief 
reason. Moat of our machinery or ar- 
ticles produced by machinery aro cov- 
ered by patents which *nro exclusively 
controlled and operated In this country. 
For example, tnko agricultural Imple- 
ments. It con bo shown that where 
such artlclcs^iro sold, more cheaply 
abroad than at homo It Is because of 
ntitc'nK. If not covered by foreign pat- 
ents it l,i obviously tiro policy to.selt In 
foreign countries at a prlca that will 
discourage production In those coun- 
tries.

[riculfural; Implements reporting to the 
lpduiitrlal .-iiommlBslon.'all, with only 
oi\a exception, stated thatprlces to for- 



eign purchasers nre either higher or no 
lower thnn those . for ■ domestic pur-' 
chasers, ' Not' one per cent of our out- 
put is Bold nt a lower prlco abrond, 
and only for some Bpccljil reason, con- 
nected with that particular consign- 
ment.

All that President Roosevelt had 
to do wns to make a plain, statement 
of tho administration's policy on^hls 
and oilier questions. The Issuo found 
the Democrats hi spite of all their ef- 
forts to evade and elude It nnd It will 
find them everywhere. 

Tho Democratic party never succeeds 
In tlmo of prosperity because nothing 
conduces so much to personal snttsfac- ' 
tlon with existing conditions as pros- 
perity.

To what extent stock market 'advances 
already made have discounted tho future 
Is problematical. Certainly it Is a rea- 
sonable assumption that If The western 
railroads dependent largely upon corn, or 
the tonnage derived Indirectly from corn, 
were able to hold up earnings last year, 
and ercn make increases, they should do 
wonderfully well this year, when, as an 
Illustration, the present condition of corn 
In Missouri is 10S, while last year at this 
time It was 20 on a much smaller acreage. 

More Scotch iron waa brought orcr last 
week for use la Obicago. A Ilttlo of un- 
favorable comment was occasioned by. 
this, although just why It Is hard to see. 
It has no special significance and mtsns 
nothing more than that we must have 
iron, and as there arc many difficulties In, 
the way of maximum production tho most . 
Important of which is the coal strike, con- 
sumers ore going abroad for what they 
cannot get at home. Tbo foreign iron 
makers will- lose their American trade 
whenever American mills can book tht 
orders. 

Failures for the week were under tht 
avcroge and there were no new develop- 
ments of an unfavorable nature In tht 
Industrial 11ns, The feeling Is growing, 
however, that the anthracite strike must 
be settled even If a settlement must bo 
forced upon tho mine owners and thole 
property rights disregarded, In view, of 
tho existence of something that has grown 
to - bo a serious menace to the general 
prosperity. '

Russell" T, Barry, son of John Barry, 
steamboat owner, nnd his three weeks' 
hride, formerly Louise -PeTbflio, 17-yeox- 
old daughter of Laura Dnlnfy Pelhnin, 
filed divorce suit In Chicago, Their par- 
ents opposed the match, 
..State Board of Charities in seerat ses- 
sion decided to make an. effort to have 
scandal attached' to management of the 
Kankakee asylum dropped from public 
view, if possible. Report clearing the 
management of blame' was adopted. 

- Bcnjnmln C. White, a railroad man of 
Springfield, returned recently from years 
of wandering to find his first lore, Mrs. 
Alice Chance, In widow's weeds. They 
decided to marry and, true to his roving 
disposition, (be groom Insisted on hav- 
ing the ceremony performed on a train. 
Accordingly a license was secured and 
Itcv. George Lennington of the Presby- 
terian Church boarded the Baltimore and 
Ohio train at Virginia, met the couple and 
pronounced them wan ami wife before 
Jules was reached. 

Because of financial difficulties and in- 
ability to support a wife Dr. Otto A. 
Holt, a young dentist of Tower Hill, com- 
mitted suicide at the Hotel Flint in Pona. 
Hq was 23 years old. Dr. Holt was to 
have been married at noon that day to 
Miss Era Ham, daughter of L, S. Ham, 
superintendent of the Pana public school, 
and prominent In society. At the appoint- 
ed hour the bride wns ready and the min- 
ister waited to perform the ceremony. 
The bridegroom did not appear. On In- 
vestigation his body was found lu his 
room at the hotel. He. had drunk car- 
bolic acid. 

Edwnrd Brown, colored, was shot and 
fatally wounded in the street at East St, 
Louis by a number of citizens. Half nn 
hour -before that Annie Gates, aged 12, 
came- rushing into a saloon crying that n 
negro had been chasing her. A number 
of men started on a search, finally captur- 
ing Brown, whom the girl fully Identified. 
Ho was turned over to a policeman and 
the patrol wagon summoned. While be- 
ing driven to tho police station .Brown 
Jumped out of the wagon and ran. Old- 
sens and officers pursued, firing st the 
'fleeing negro. Two bullets brought blm v 
to the ground nod ho died In a hospital 
twenty minutes later.

An unknown tramp 
riding on the hampers between the engine 
and coach was Injured about the lower 
limbs. He may loso both legs. The pas- 
sengers were nil ' badly shaken up and 
greatly excited,

TRADE CHECKS NOT ILLEGAL. 

Use of Tbeiu Docs Nat Violate the Coas- 
ter felt Laws. 
Deputy United States Marshal Swim- 
mer received an opinion at Quiacy from 
United States District Attorney Wor- 
thington to the effect that so-called chips 
or trade checks used by saloons and re- 
tailers are not s violation of the counter- 
feit laws. A recent decision of a Kansas 
City United States judge ruled to the 
contrary, and the decision was sent out 
by the Associated Press.
